Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that the claimed invention is different that what is 
taught by Doolan. For instance, as disclosed in Fig. 3 of Doolan the reference discloses that there exist multiple 
agents associated with multiple networl< elements. Applicant states that this is quite different from the invention 
wherein there is one manager connected to multiple providers. Applicant also argued that their exist only one 
repository wherein Doolan teaches a plurality of repositories. The examiner disagreed with the arguments and referred 
to col. 1 1 .lines 30-44. The cited passage stated that an alternative embodiment teaches that there can be one agent 
talking to both CMIP network elments and legacy network elements and that any number of network elements can be 
interfaced with one or more agents. Therefore, the cited passage allows for there to be one manager (agent) 
connected to multiple providers (network elements) and since the agents contain a data base for static access, the one 
agent alternative is the only repository. The examiner suggested that Applicant amended the claims to the limitations 
objected to and allowed wherein the provider makes a determination if it can handle the request and when it cannot it 
sends a response the manager detailing it is not able to handle the request such that the manager simplifies and 
resubmits the request. The interview concluded. 
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
